Detecitve Chief Henry Sand­ 
man said Miss Ewing has deni­ 
ed killing Miss Cook, a 34-year- 
old nurse, but has implicated 
her fiance, Robert R. Abbott, 21, 
of Dayton, Ky. Abbott is being 
held in Kentucky on a first- 
degree murder charge. 
After the brief appearance in 
court today, Miss Ewing left 
with detectives. She is free un­ 
der $500 bond. 
The continuance of the case 
was granted in order to allow 
further time for investigation of 
the case. 
Cincinnati police put a tight 
shield around Miss Ewing after 
her arrival here Friday from 
Philadelphia by way of Cleve-

course. 
Miss Ewing was charged with 
moving the body and failure to 
report the death to the coroner. 
It is a misdemeanor charge and 
carries a penalty of a fine of up 
to $500, with no jail sentence. 
Police said Miss Ewing also 
led them to a small body of 
water near the Ohio River in 
Kenton County, Ky., where she 
said the murder weapon, believ. 
ed to be a .22 caliber revolver, 
was thrown. 
Skindivers began a search for 
the weapon and were to contin­ 
ue hunting today. 
Police also said they were 
searching DeVou Park in Cov­ 
ington, Ky., for personal affects 
of Miss Cook’s. Miss Ewing said 
she and Abbott threw papers 
and a purse along a park road. 
Miss Cook, 24, Bellevue, Ky., 
was slain late Oct. 15 or early 
Oct. 16. She was on vacation 
from I her job as a registered 
nurse in the University of Ken­ 
tucky Medical Center at Lex­ 
ington. 
Her body was stuffed in a 
trunk and shipped from Cincin­ 
nati to Cleveland by train. It 
was found Wednesday when a 
New York Central employe com­ 
plained of an odor coming from 
the trunk. 
Abbott has maintained his in­ 
nocence in the crime. He is 
being held in jail at Newport, 
Ky., and has refused to waive 
extradition to Ohio. He was ar­ 
rested early Thursday morning. 
In Cleveland early Friday, 
Miss Ewing told detectives she 
and Abbott had separate rooms 
in the Sheraton-Gibson the night 
of the murder. 
She said she had been sum­ 
moned to the hotel by Abbott 
who told her his boss had just 
shot a girl and that he would 
lose his job if he could not get 
rid of the body, according to 
Detective Joseph F. Hilham* of 
Cleveland. Miss Cook had been 
shot twice in the head. 
Detectives took a copy of 
Miss Ewing’s statement to Ab 
bott in the Newport jail, but his 
attorney refused to let Abbott 
know its contents. Police charge 
that Abbott has been uncooper­ 
ative, and so far has refused 
to give them his side of the 
story. 
Abbott worked as a salesman 
for a firm dealing with mail or­ 
der courses on how to operate 
heavy machinery. Miss Ewing 
was employed in a U. S. Gov­ 
ernment office in the federal 
building here. 
Miss Ewing’s bond was posted 
by her parents, Mr. and Mrs. 
Milton Ewing, and she was re­ 
portedly taken to their Fort 
Thomas home. 
Abbott has admitted to police

In Maryland 


Is Quelled 


JESSUP, Md. (AP) — Defiant 
inmates at the Maryland House 
of 
Correction 
rioted 
Friday 
night but ended their rampage 
when IOO state police herded 
them back into their cells. 
The prisoners jammed locks, 
burned clothes, mattresses and 
blankets, 
drenched 
ceilings 
below by ripping out plumbing, 
and threw furniture and debris 
from t h e i r four-tiered cell 
bouses. 
Vernon L. Pepersack, state 
commissioner 
of 
correction, 
estimated the damage at $50,000 
but said it might be greater. 
Four inmates suffered minor 
head 
injuries 
from 
objects 
dropped or thrown from tiers 
above. They were treated at the 
prison infirmary. 
Lt. 
Col. 
George 
Davidson, 
chief of operations af the Mary­ 
land State Police, led the troop­ 
ers into the two cell houses and 
a dormitory where about half 
the 1,783 inmates ran loose. 
Pepersack estimated that only 
200 inmates had been involved 
in the most serious part of the 
rioting. 
A dozen guards who had bar­ 
ricaded 
themselves 
in 
cells 
when the rioting started were 
rescued by tile troopers, who 
wore steel helmets, carried long 
riot sticks and shotguns. 
The rioting started when an 
inmate became disorderly dur­ 
ing the first feeding at dinner. 
He punched a guard and was 
removed.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Two 
contradictions he revealed in his 
most critical moment would be 
enough 
to 
make 
President 
Hoover a fascinating figure in 
American history. 
He had seen and been a part 
of the government in World War 
H when, to survive and win, it 
went all-out in using its re* 
sources and controls. 
But — as President in the 
depression he stopped far short 
of going all-out in meeting the 
crisis which threatened devasta­ 
tion worse than war. 
He organized and distributed 
relief for millions over seas dur­ 
ing and after World War I. 
But — as President he would 
not give direct government help 
to the needy in the American 
depression. Why? The answer is 
in his philosophy. 
He 
preached 
self-reliance, 
calling 
it 
individualism. 
He 
thought all men should have 
equal opportunity for happiness 
and fulfillment. 
This, he felt, required a mini­ 
mum of interference by the 
government or dependence on 
it. 
It was the dominant view in 
the 19th century in which he 
grew up. It was not his own 
philosophy. He inherited it. 
There was a flaw in it which 
neither he nor many others ever 
seemed to perceive: All men, 
because of differences in birth 
and circumstances, do not have 
equal opportunities.

COLUMBUS,

guidebook,

states to prepare such a book­ 
let, and the 7,500 copies run off 
in 1961 quickly were exhaust­ 
ed. The revised version will 
contain data from this year’s 
report on the U.S. surgeon gen­ 
eral on smoking and cancer. 
A committee from the state 
education 
and health depart­ 
ments and heart, cancer and tu­ 
berculosis associations has been 
working on the guide. 
The idea, officials say, is to 
present facts, not moralize. A 
number of locally devised smok­ 
ing education programs also are 
in effect in Ohio schools, which 
vary in policy about students’ 
smoking on school grounds.

where men like Adam Smith felt 
government controls had be­ 
come oppressive and were sti­ 
fling the development of men 
and nations.

Thomas Jefferson and An­ 
drew Jackson felt the same 
way. But Jefferson and Smith 
and others like ttiem — f r o m 
before Cicero up till now — 
were not completely realistic. 
They had a mystical belief in 
a “natural law” — more impor­ 
tant than any man-made law to 
the contrary — that men were 
not only equal but had a natural 
right to equal opportunity. 
This assumption was so prev­ 
alent in their time it is hardly a 
coincidence that in the same 
year, 1776, Smith wrote his book 
and Jefferson wrote the Dec­ 
laration of Independence. 
Without their belief in “natu­ 
ral law” it seems impossible 
that Smith could have produced 
the “Wealth of Nations” or 
Jefferson 
the 
Declaration 
of 
Independence. 
Nor was it odd in a practical 
way that Jefferson and Jackson 
wanted 
limited 
government. 
They were living in an early 
America, 
mostly 
agricultural, 
where people could be and often 
had to be self-dependent. 
Theirs was a different Ameri­ 
ca from this one, heavily in­ 
dustrialized, with most people in 
cities, and therefore interdepen­ 
dent.

It explains why, although he 
stopped far short of using all the 
government’s resources in the 
depression, he went further to 
combat it than any depression 
president in history. 
One example will show the 
long let-alone tradition in the 
White House before Hoover ever 
moved there. 
In 1887, when Congress passed 
a bill to give direct government 
relief to drought-stricken farm­ 
er 
in Texas, President Cleve­ 
land vetoed it, saying: “though 
the people support the govern- 
mn, 
the 
government 
should 
not support the people.” 
Hoover did far more in the 
way of using government re­ 
sources after the crash than 
Cleveland might have thought 
of, but it was still not enough. 
In holding back on direct 
relief to the needy he was in the 
main American stream up till 
then.

State Poll Chief Says Election 
Expected To Be Ohio's Cleanest

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP)—Sec­ 
retary of State Ted W. Brown, 
nationally 
recognized 
foe

voting frauds, expects the Nov. 
3 election to the “Ohio’s clean­ 
est.” 
“Our election laws are fool­ 
proof if voter interest and pub­ 
lic participation are high,” the 
state’s chief election official as­ 
serts. 
The intensity and depth of 
this year’s campaigns are ex­ 
pected to bring out a record 
high vote and more “poll watch­ 
ers” than ever to guard against 
fraudulent voting, Brown specu­ 
lates. 
He predicts a total vote of 
4,225,000, exceeding the previous 
high of 4,208,811 in the presi- 
eential election four years ago. 
And Brown looks for more 
“poll watchers” than ever to 
guard against fraudulent voting 
in most of the state’s 14,000 
polling places, although no total 
was estimated. 
Ohio law provides for two 
kinds of “watchers”—challeng­ 
ers and witnesses. 
Challengers observe actual 
voting while polls are open be­ 
tween 6:30 a.m. and 6:30 p.m. 
After 
polls 
close, 
witnesses 
watch the ballot count for ac­ 
curacy. 
Statutes are specific on the 
qualifications and functions of 
challengers and w i t n e s s e s , 
Brown points out. He welcomes 
them, but warns that they must 
not overstep their auhority. Of­ 
ficials can have them removed 
by police or the sheriff if they 
do, Brown adds. 
The secretary of state says 
that “watchers,” sponsored un­ 
der a Republican “Eagle Eye” 
: plan to prevent election scan­ 


dals in the nation’s major cities, j 
must meet Ohio qualifications. j 
Cleveland, beset by recent in­ 
vestigations into “ward - hop­ 
ping” by voters, is listed on the 
“Eagle Eye” program. 
Brown explains that only reg­ 
ular Democratic and Republi­ 
can organizations, or five can­ 
didates of either party, can 
qualify challengers and witness­ 
es under Ohio law. 
Challengers with signed cer­ 
tificates of appointment may 
watch to see that only qualified 
voters mark ballots. 
Officials may require those 
challenged to sign an affidavit 
attesting to their qualifications 
but it takes hree of he four bi- 
parisan precinct judges to pre­ 
vent ballot - marking. Anyone 
prevented from voting can ap­

to the

board. 
Brown stresses that once a 
challenge is made, a challenger 
has exhausted his authority, ex­ 
cept for a protest to the elec­ 
tion board. 
“He may not ask the prospec­ 
tive voter questions,” Brown 
explains. “He may not attempt 
to advise polling place officials 
about the law. He may not con­ 
tradict the prospective voter 
who is placed under oath and 
asked the appropriate questions 
about his qualifications. 
“The integrity of our election 
system is largely based on our 
prohibiting officious inter-med­ 
dlers from interfering in the 
conduct of the balloting. 
“The General Assembly has 
recognized 
this 
and 
enacted 
into law specific prohibitions 
which deny to challengers any 
right to try to tell our trained 
officials how to run the election.” 


Witnesses watching the ballot] 
count after the polls close may: 
not interfere with officials even 
if they think they are doing 
something wrong, but Brown 
says “they may take notes and 
use those notes as the basis lo 
apply for a recount, institute 
an elecion contest or initiate 
an investigation by the Board of 
Elections.” 
Brown plans to augment his 
election day staff of inspectors 
in Cuyahoga County with Junior 
Chamber of Commerce mem­ 
bers who have provided instruc­ 
tion to about 30,000 booth work, 
ers there. 
A hundred volunteers attend­ 
ed a half dozen sessions at 
which Brown and his staff in­ 
structed them on how to explain 
to booth workers, with illus­ 
trated slides and lectures, the 
proper voting procedures.

Here is another sign that rough 
er days lie ahead: The State 
Highway Department has just 
gone through annual dress re- 
hersal for removing snow and 
ice and sanding the roads. 
This yearly dry run, explains 
Deputy 
Director 
(for 
opera­ 
tions) E. K. Core, is to check 
out plows and sand-spreading 
equipment on the 1,600 radio­ 
equipped vehicles. 
Snow sometimes appears in 
October, but November is when 
the five-month battle really gets 
under way, Core says. Costs 
vary with the severity of the 
winter, but generally are be­ 
tween $5 million and $7 million. 
This season, the crews will 
be responsible for more miles of 
road than ever because of new 
construction. They will be call­ 
ed on to clear much of the 18,- 
463-mile state highway system 
and 880 miles of Interstate su­ 
perhighways. The T u r n p i k e 
Commission is responsible for 
the toll road. 
Of the total mileage, 2,778 is 
within communities.

3 Hungarians Reach 
Freedom of America 


BALTIMORE (AP) — A Hun- 
garian canoeist and two coun­ 
trymen arrived here today after 
defecting at the Tokyo Olym­ 
pics. They were spirited from 
Friendship Airport in secrecy 
by a group of men who were 
apparently 
U.S. 
government 
agents. 
Andras Toro, 24, who finished 
fourth in the Canadian Canoe 
singles at the summer Olym­ 
pics, Denes Kovacs, 42-year-old 
electrician, and Karoly Molnar, 
a 38-year-old teacher, arrived 
aboard 
a 
commercial 
plane 
after a flight from Tokyo via 
Anchorage, Seattle and Chicago. 
Their flight was on the eighth 
anniversary of the 1956 Hun­ 
garian Revolution. 
Although they had talked to 
newsmen in Seattle, they were 
taken off their plane and out a 
side exit of the airport here 
while newsmen and photogra­ 
phers waited inside.

Last week, Viktor Ivano- 
vitch Shisheyalkin, a seaman 
aboard the Soviet Olympic tour­ 
ist ship, defected. 
Within hours of Toro’s de­ 
fection, a Nationalist Chinese 
Olympic marksman defected to 
the Communists. Japanese po 
lice said Ma Ching Shan, 38, 
had asked to join his parents on 
China’s Communist mainland. 


He was placed under protec­ 
tive custody, but a Japanese 
foreign office spokesman said 
he would be allowed to go to 
China “if it is definitely estab­ 
lished that he wants to go to 
China and that he had not been 
coerced in any way in that deci­ 
sion.” 
The slight, dark-haired Toro, 
who left his parents and three 
brothers in Hungary, said he 
had made up his mind to defect 
before going to Tokyo. 
A boat builder, he said he 
eventually hopes to go to Sac 
ramento, Calif. 
Kovacs, who said he left Hun­ 
gary because he was single, has 
relatives in the United States. 
Molnar, who said he became 
an anti-Communist when Rus­ 
sian tanks 
crushed the 
1956 
revolt, told his mother and a 
younger sister of his p l a n to 
defect before he left Hungary. 
He said he planned to live in 
Los Angeles. 
Eight years ago, a number of 
Hungarian athletes defected at 
the Melbourne Olympics after 
Russia’s 
suppression 
of 
the 
Hungarian revolt.

ism is a lurking threat to all so­ 
cial drinkers. 
The sym ptom s of the disease 
of alcoholism vary slyly f r o m 
simple social irresponsibility to 
total and complete physical and 
emotional degradation and de­ 
struction. 
The amount of alcohol con­ 
sumed does not determ ine whe­ 
ther or not one is an alcoholic. 
Each individual has a different 
level of tolerance to the alcohol 
drug. Often the alcoholic drinks 
because of his body’s chemical 
need for whiskey, much as the 
diabetic chemically craves su­ 
gar. 
The alcoholic must not be re­ 
legated to the w a s t e heap of 
shameful disregard, waiting to 
accept the handout of pity. 
Thse unhappy, m iserable hu­ 
man b e i n g s have a wealth of

The alcoholic fights a valiant 
battle when given the support 
of understanding, kindness and 
respect.

Disputes at the local level pro­ 
longed the strike after a nation­ 
al settlement 
The national agreement, simi­ 
lar to those at Ford and Chrys­ 
ler, calls for improved pensions, 
earlier 
retirement 
incentives, 
pay increases and other bene­ 
fits. 
President Johnson has called 
for quick settlement of remain­ 
ing issues and an end to the 
strike in the interest of the na­ 
tional economy. 
Where local settlements have 
not been achieved, the local 
union members will vote wheth­ 
er to end the strike regardless 
of this lack. 
At last count, there were 97 
settlements at the 130 bargain­ 
ing units.

trial. 
Master commissioners of the 
high court made the recommen­ 
dation for George W. Johnson, 
wrho was age 19 when he pleaded 
guilty to a charge of robbing 
Louis Rubinic of $280 in Trum­ 
bull County. 
Johnson received a 10-25 year 
sentence to Mansfield, Reforma­ 
tory. Later he was transferred 
to Ohio Penitentiary here be­ 
cause he previously had served 
time in a Virginia prison, rec­ 
ords showed. 
He recently applied to the Su. 
preme Court for release on a 
writ of habeas corpus, claiming 
denial of counsel violated his 
rights under tile due process 
clause of the 14th amendment 
to the U. S. Constitution. 
Commissioners, 
w h o 
con­ 
sidered the request, told the su­ 
preme court that “inasmuch as 
petitioner (Johnson) w a s not 
represented by counsel, did not 
have his right to counsel ex­ 
plained to him and not having 
counsel, he is entitled to his re­ 
lease. . .” 
State prison officials will be 
told Monday that only those in­ 
mates entitled to file release- 
seeking court actions should be 
permitted to do so. 
Representatives of the attor­ 
ney general’s office will meet 
with prison officials in a place 
where many of the actions orig­ 
inate—Ohio Penitentiary. 
Atty. Gen. William B. Saxbe 
says 47 such actions have been 
filed so far this month alone, 
and that the cost of handling 
them has risen from $10,000 a 
year to four times that much.
